University 
last Saturday afternoon on the Mean- 
Big of Foreign tfervico., The conduct 
of the foreign relation? of the 
ho declared, has been the concern of 
all the people of the country father* 
than that of any individual leader or 
sovereign. Citing the introduction 
of telegraphy as a means by which 
the President was placed within one 
hour’s reach of the Nation’s most dis- 
tant representative, Mr. Johnson as- 
serted that -the citizens of the country 
are equally as well informed of 
foreign happenings which may have a 
hearing upon the foreign 'relations 
of the United States. 

The convocation, held in conjunc- 
tion with the annual convention of 
the National League of Masonic 
Clubs, which Is endowing two chairs 
fn the School of Government, was 
opened by President Cloyd II. Mar- 
vin.

President 
Marvin, a check for a portion of the 
fund which is being raised by the 
league for the endowment of chairs 
W 1 U’a School of Gove? .'.ment.

The George Washington Colonials, 
have gone through their most dis- 
astrous season oij record, having WQn 
only one game put of seven played. 
The caliber of opponents met has 
been much stronger than any foes 
of G. W. >in .previous years, and. the 
Crunvmen’s weakened team has 
proven no match for them. 

Invading New York for their first 
game of the season, the Colonials 
dropped their opener to Fordhum. 


Although not up to the standard of 
former years, the Catholic Univer- 
sity eleven has made a better record 
for the 1928 season than their Tur- 
key Day rivals.

But once again, the Cardinals failed 
to make it two in a row and lost to 
the Mt. St. Mary’s eleven, 12-6, 
which was followed by their fourth 
defeat the next week at the hands 
of Rutgers, who trimmed them 12-0. 

Resuming their winning ways at 
home, the Cardinals topped the 
Loyola eleven of Baltimore in a 
thrilling game at the C. U. stadium 
by a 21-13 score. The victors came 
from behind late in the game to score 
two touchdowns in the last half. The 
big surprise of the season, though, 
came to them when they went to New 
York for their' last game to meet a 
team which previously had not scored 
a touchdown all season. The St. John’s 
team came to life with a bang and 
ran up three touchdowns and a field 
goal to win 22-0. 

Although Injured this season, 
Malevich, Champa, Murphy, and 
Capt. Schmidt are now all ready to 
go and each one will be in the line- 
up when the first whistle blows bh 
November 29.

Dictator BraiuRNLl’Nurper 
"Who is this man Mussolini?" he 
asked. ''Wftere did he' cbrtle from? 
First we* heard of him as a radical 
newspaperman. Then we heard- of 
him usurping t lie Italian throne. 
He has ruled over Italy ever since. 

' "The fiolurfibian Debating Society, 
the leading organization in this uni- 
versity supporting liberalism for over 
a hundred years, should not tolerate 
the insults of Mussolini against the 
democracy that we, as Americans, 
love and ‘cherish." 

Laughlin. the strong lover of 
strong government, expressed his j 
great admiration for dictators, espe- i 
dally Mupsollnt. 

II Ducc Would In* Blessing 

"What a blessing it would he if 
Mussolini were dictator of this coun- 
try!" he ejaculated. “He would 
abolish the jury system in the United 
Slates." 

"Mussolini saved Italy from a gen- 
eral strike by the use of dictatorial 
methods. He lias forced capital and 
labor to submit to arbitration. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt and Woodrow Wilson 
were dictators of the Mussolini type." 

Duncan assailed bitterly the dicta- 
torship of II Duce. 

"Khali we allow this society to be; 
known as supporting a paternalist- 
tic dictator form of government in- 
stead of a democratic form?" he in- 
terrogated. "Should a man who lays 
down his life for his country lie al- 
lowed to say something about that 
. country? 

Mussolini Surpasses Napoleon 

.."Mussolini’s dictatorial acts would 
make a Napoleon Bonaparte blush for j 
shame. Mussolini has gone far 
enough.” 

The three-minute speakers from 
the floor enlivened greatly the debate. 
Their speeches were full of wit and 
sarcasm. James G. Wtngo, George 
T. Mumaw, L. Dembltz, Richard 
Franklin Johnson, George E. Weigle, 
J. Lyman, H. Harper, Andrew How- 
ard, B. Z. McLeroy, S. Alpher and 
Joseph Holcomb were the members 
who spoke on the question.
